The 
merits of that particular proposal need not he con¬ 
sidered; the point to be remembeted is that ten years 
hare gone and there is still no moving picture studio 
here. In the interim other schemes hare been traded 
round; not one of them, however, has produced any 
genuine enthusiasm. 

In view of these facts—because it is quite likely 
thet promoters will come to Viaorie with similar plans 
in the future—it would seem to us thet some reliable 
information ought to be obtained that would give the 
people of this city an idea of what would-be required 
to launch the industry on sound lures. Obviously it is 
a case for the expert. 

If this locality is suBable for such an enterprise, 
if it could be established on a scale that would permit 
its products to compete successfully with the products 
of the old-established studios, then the sooner that it 
known the belter, because there would then be no 
reason why the project could not take tangible shape. 

If the result of such an investigation should he un¬ 
favorable, then the sooner that is known the better.

”After the success of clover seed 
production on e large scale had been 
proved on the Crown lands in the 
Furnas area, this Department advised 
farmers who had clover crops to hold 
them for seed.”

Although stories told by seafaring 
men are not always given the cre¬ 
dence that might be due to them 
there la a persistent speculation on 
the mild climate of Vancouver 
Island among the sailora who rroea 
the Pacific from China and Japan 
to thla coast which sounds almost 

S lauslble. They contend that the 
apanese earthquake was the cause 
of the mild weather enjoyed by Vic¬ 
toria and the Island during the last 
few years. 

It la well known that the Japanese 
current or "Kuro Stwo." Black River, 
as the Japanese call It. sweeping 
across the Pacific.' strikes the Pacific 
Coast and has to a certain extent an 
effect of mildness upon the climate. 
The flne California weather la often 
attributed to thla cause. The theory 
which sailors advance for the excep¬ 
tionally fine weather of Victoria 
during the last two years Is this cur¬ 
rent has changed Its course owing 
to the upheaval of mountains under 
the sea nesr ths Japanese Coast, de¬ 
flecting the current northward to 
etrlke ths Pactflc Coast In the vtctn- 
tty of Vancouver Island. It has been 
noticed where certain waters near 
Japan were previously very deefc. 
they ar« at the present time shallow.
